1.  Six  sets  of  designs  are  now  sought  for  the  silver  and  minor  coins,  except  the  three-cent 
piece.  Acceptance  of  designs  will  be  limited  to  that  number,  except  on  further  notice. 

2.  They  will  be  presented  in  the  form  of  medallions  in  plaster,  of  the  diameter  of  two  and 
one-half  inches,  an  obverse  and  reverse  medallion  being  submitted  in  the  case  of  each  coin,  free 

from  lettering  for  denomination,  such  lettering  to  be  decided  only  subsequent  to  the  acceptance 
of  the  designs .

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Extracts  from  the  Revised  Statutes . 

►Sec.  *3510.  rI  lie  engraver  shall  prepare  from  the  original  dies  already  authorized  all  the  working-dies 
required  tor  use  in  the  coinage  of  the  several  mints,  and,  when  new  coins  or  devices  are  authorized,  shall, 
if  required  by  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  prepare  the  devices,  models,  moulds,  and  matrices,  or  original  dies, 
lor  the  same;  but  the  Director  ot  the  Mint  shall  nevertheless  have  power,  with  the  approval  of  the  Sec¬ 
retary  ot  the  Treasury,  to  engage  temporarily  for  this  purpose  the  services  of  one  or  more  artists,  distin¬ 
guished  in  their  respective  departments  of  art,  who  shall  be  paid  for  such  service  from  the  contingent  ap¬ 
propriation  for  the  mint  at  Philadelphia. 

Sec.  351  j.  Upon  the  coins  there  shall  be  the  following  devices  and  legends:  Upon  one  side  there  shall 
be  an  impiession  emblematic  ol  liberty,  with  an  inscription  of  the  word  u  Liberty v  and  the  year  of  the 
coinage,  •  and  upon  the  reverse  shall  be  the  figure  or  representation  of  an  eagle,  with  the  inscriptions 
l  uited  States  ot  America  and  “E  Pluribus  Unum,”  and  a  designation  of  the  value  of  the  coin;  but 

on  the  gold  dollar  and  three-dollar  piece,  the  dime,  five,  three,  and  one  cent  piece,  the  figure  of  the  eagle
